Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/15/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Page 11, paragraph beginning with "As may be seen": 

The applicant argues that the user interface running on the television (as 
disclosed in paragraph 22) does not meet the limitation of detecting a communications 
from a secondary device. Kaars teaches that the user interface could be displayed on a 
television screen (which the examiner interprets as being the same as television 120 
from figure 1), which is manipulated by the user to select a transcoding scheme 
(paragraph 28) with a cursor (paragraph 22). The examiner is interpreting this selection 
by the user on a Ul being displayed on a television as including a signal being 
transmitted from the television to the transcoding unit, as the user's selection would not 
be received by the transcoding unit if the Ul was being sent using a one-way 
transmission path from the transcoding unit to the television. 

Page 12, paragraph beginning with "Furthermore": 

The applicant argues that while Plourde teaches a system wherein the content is 
deleted if response to determining the first data format is not compatible with the 
secondary device, i.e. the data is discarded if there is not room to keep the data is too 
large to store on the transcoding device, which would be too large to be stored on the 
secondary device. The applicant argues that the second condition, "discarding the data 
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after determining that no transcoder subunit corresponding to both the first data format 
and the target format is available." Referring to Kaars (paragraphs 28 and 29, as cited 
in the rejection of claim 1), he teaches that there is a possibility of there being a new 
device that the transcoding unit does not have the codec for. The file could be 
discarded if there is not enough space to keep the file because there is another file to 
be transcoded, which if the file is likely to be discarded if the file is not of any use to the 
transcoder. 

Page 13, paragraph beginning with "However": 

The applicant argues that a "broad descriptor" such as "high quality" for example 
is an indication of the data format required by the secondary device. The examiner's 
interpretation of a data format is something specific, such as "MPEG2 at 700bps", and 
not a general term such as "high quality," and the claim will be rejected with this 
interpretation.
